HOW TO LIVE IN AMERICA. 

The great defect in the attitude of the United 
States toward immigrants and future citizens has 
been the failure-to “ make contact." There have 
been too few agencies for the specific purposé of 
promptly securing and conserving all the good 
qualities these people bring from their native lands 
and deflecting all thé bad ones by offering attrac- 
tive alternatives. 
This is about the most esseritial piece of national 
educational work which this nation can do in the 
interést of its strength and health—mental, moral, 
and physical. It has been left almost exclusively 
to private agenciés—such is the “ state blindness " 
of our democracy. 
One of the important and immediate feeds is 
for these immigrants to.learn how to live under 
the greatly changed conditions, and, in fact, to 
learn how to live decently under any conditions, 
for many come from great poverty and ignorance 
‘at homé, and are confronted with a totally differ. ; 
ent set of standards here. 
For instance, thé question of selecting a place to 
live that shall be sanitary and sunny and at the 
saftie time chéap, then the furnishing of such a 
homé when found and the care of it; and, ‘most 
of all, the diet for the family, how te cook and 
what to cook and how to buy and what t6 buy. 
Also washing and ironing and housecleaning. All 
these are almost totally new matters under our con- 
ditions to these new Americans, and they must be} 
taught. It is a definite part of any intelligent view 
of our responsibilities.
